Pace Otters 
Bonus Bill, 


Six Others

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—Rep. 
Stephen Pace, of Georgia’s Third 
District, introduced four new bills 
and reintroduced another three in 
the opening session of the 
Eightieth Congress Friday. 

Topping the list of the new Pace 
bills were three measures affect- 
ing veterans—one a bonus bill. 

A second bill would make term- 
inal leave bonds for enlisted men 
payable in cash. All bonds al- 
ready issued would be liquidated 
on March 15 and all issued after |- 
that date would be converted im- 
mediately to cash. A third Pace 
bill would increase the maximum 
amount which an ex-GI may earn 
and receive from the Government 
simultaneously under the GI Bill 
of Rights from $175 to $250 for 
single men and from $200 to $350 
‘for married men. 

BONUS MEASURE 

The bonus legislation would en- 
title every ex-service man to an 
extra compensation of $4 for ev- 
ery day spent in domestic service 
and $5 per day for foreign service.

In the first arrests since the 
Walton County slayings of four 
Negroes in July, the Federal Bu- 
réau of Investigation yesterday 
took into custody two brothers 
accused of assaulting a Negro who 
had testified at the December Fed- 
eral Grand Jury probe of the kill- 
ings in session at Athens. 
Edwin J. Foltz, Special Agent in 
Charge of the Atlanta FBI office, 
listed the two men as James Ver- 
|ner, 36, and Tom Verner, 26, of 
Campton. They were arrested at 
Gratis and taken before U. S. Com- 
missioner J. T. Middlebrook at 
Athens for arraignment on charges 
of conspiracy to intimidate a wit- 
ness, and after walving a prelim- 
inary hearing both were released 
under bonds of $10,000 each. 
The bonds were signed by H. Lee 
Peters, of Walton County. He 
listed as security 306 acres of land. 
Golden Lamar Howard, 19, the 
witness, reportedly was brought to 
Atlanta Thursday night for medl- 
cal treatment. He told FRI agents 
two white men had taken him, at 
pistol point, to the rear of the ice 
plant where he was employed in 
Monroe and had beaten him be- 
cause he would not disclose testl- 
mony he gave to the Grand Jury. 

In Washington FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover said a_ .38-caliber 
revolver and a German Luger pis- 
tol were found in James Verner’s 
room. He said Tom Verner, home 
on leave from military service, is 
under orders to report to Fort 
Bragg tomorrow. 

The complaint against the Ver- 
ner brothers was authorized by 

United States District Attorney 
John P. Cowart, who earlier had 
said if Howard's story proved 

true, prosecution of the Negro’s as- 
sailants would “reasonably follow, 
since it is a violation of the law to 
tamper with a witness.”

Tax Cut Would 
Aid Treasury, 
Says Knutson 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4— (UP) 
Rep. Harold Knutson, Republican, 
Minnesota, reached back to the 
early 1920's Saturday night for 
facts and figures to support his 
contention that a 20 percent in- 
come tax cut would not dent the 
Federal Treasury. 

On the contrary, Knutson said, 


the proposed reduction would in- 
crease Federal revenue. 

In a formal statement filed 
with columns of statistics, Knut- 


'son called for quick adoption of

his tax reduction bill. He said the 
“tax shackles” must be removed 
to permit business to keep the 
country on the goad of prosperity 
and full employment. 

“The experience of the 20’s 
shows the fallacy of trying to,se- 
cure revenue through continuing 
unfair and oppressive rates,” 
Knutson said. 

His bill, through a complicated 
formula, would reduce taxes by 
approximately 20 percent in all 
income brackets up to $300,000. 
An additional windfall would be 
provided for persons over 65 in 
the form of an extra $500 exemp- 
tion. 

Knutson conceded that on the 
basis of current national income 
figures the tax reduction would 
mean a loss of $3,400,000,000 in 
But he claimed 
that this would more than be 
made up by increased income from 
stimulated business operations. 

He said that from 1921 to 1929, 
when Republicans were in control 
of Congress, there were four tax 
reductions. He added that they 
were “extensive” and applied to 
all classes of taxpayers. 

“Despite these reductions, tax 
revenues continued to rise so that 
there was ample surplus to pro- 
vide for sizable reductions in the 
national debt,” he said. 

During the first five years of 
this period, Knutson said, annual 
individual income tax receipts 
averaged about $736,000,000 com- 
pared with $746,000,000 during the 
last four years.

The old standard “five-cent cigar” has lost its 
identity to the eight-to-15-cent categories and many 
tors of the industry believe it will remain there. 
To support such an estimate of the situation

priced cigars and a labor supply still below normal.

U.S. AGENCIES BOUGHT 9 BILLIONS 
CF WAR SURPLUS AT ATLANTA SALES 


Memo to veterans who wonder why they can’t get to first 
base at Government surplus sales: 

The Atlanta Regional Office of War Assets Administration, 
through which Uncle Sam is offering billions of dollars worth 
of war surplus, yesterday disclosed more than nine billion do]- 
lars worth was snapped up by 32 top priority-holding Federal 
agencies in this area during the past two and a half years. 

Biggest bargain hunter was the U. S. Treasury Department, 
which purchased $3,032,115 worth of supplies from surplus 
stocks—including scarce items such as soap and cleaning tis- 
sues, automobiles and handtools. Other agencies on the “mil- 
lion-dollar buyer” list were the War Department and the Fed- 
eral Security Agency, the former buying $2,278,510 worth of 
surplus; the latter, $1,024,166 worth. 

Nearly 2,000 pairs of shoes were required from Atlanta 
sales for the District of Columbia. The Veterans’ Administra- 
tion took quantities of equipment to be used in its rehabilita- 
tion program. The National Archives cleaned out the Atlanta 
office of scarce drawing and tracing paper.

Army and Navy leaders must 
keep one eye on the new Repub- 
lican Congress and the other eye 
on the United Nations in attempt- 
ing to make their plans, They 
also must consider many new de- 
velopments in warmaking, some of 
which are in the secret class. 
New problems are appearing in 
four main fields: 
Atomic explosives, atomic pow- 
er, guided missiles and electronics.

ing the northeastern approaches 
to the United States, the Atlantic 
Fleet, the Caribbean including the 
islands in that sea and the Canal 
Zone, and the European occupa- 
tion zone. 

The Army program calls for a 
little more than 40 combat divi- 
sions, if three air groups are con- 
sidered to be equivalent to a di- 
vision and three constabulary reg- 
iments in Europe are listed as the 
equivalent of a division. New plans 
call for increasing the size of a 
regular infantry division from 15,- 
The three reg: 
iments in each division are being 
reorganized into combat teams and 
fire power of most units stepped 
up to new high leve]s. 


PLANS FOR EUROPE 


In Europe the Army plans to 
place One and two-thirds regular 
combat divisions with three and 
one-third constabulary divisions 
(10- regiments.) There will be 
three and two-thirds air divisions 
in the same area (11 air groups). 

In Japan there will be six com- 
bat divisions, and two air divi- 
sions. In Alaska two air divisions 
and two battalions of combat 
troops are planned, (There are 
three battalions in a regiment). In 
the Pacific area there will be one 
and two-thirds combat divisions 
and five and one-third air divi- 
sions. In the United States there 
will be four combat divisions and 
10 and one-third air divisions. 

All these forces are in addition 
to service troops. 

The Air Forces are not divided 
into divisions, but an air group is 
usually considered to be the equiv- 
alent of a regiment in the ground 
forces. 


NAVY PROGRAM 


Under a new streamlined pro- 
gram, the Navy is concentrating 
much of its active power in two 
task forces, one in the Atlantic 
and, one in the Pacific. The com- 
manders of these task forces will 
report to the commanders of the 
Atlantic and Pacific fleets respec- 
tively. The size of the task forces 
will vary as need and circum- 
stances dictate. 

Behind the task forces will be 
the regular naval installations and 
two types of reserve ships. Regu- 
lar reserve ships will be kept in 
readiness for active duty, but will 
normally be manned only by skele- 
ton crews.

Georgia-Born Inventor Lies Abed 
Thinking Up Convenient Gadgets 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Jan. 
4-()—-A tire salesman who says 
he is “just naturally mechanically 
minded” has turned his hobby of 
lying in bed and dreaming up lit- | 
tle conveniences into a _  large-| 
scale turnout of practical inven- 


tions. 

Suppose, for instance, you're on 
the road and out of gas, or look- 
ing for a seat in a crowded thea- 
ter, or just too lazy on Sunday 
mornings to get out of bed and 
get the paper. Willie Fred Dixon, 
of Chattanooga, has invented lit- 
tle gadgets which he thinks will 
solve your problems. 

Four of his inventions have 
been patented—the automatic the- 
ater usher, the mechanical paper 
deliverer (it'll bring the paper di- 
rect from the mail box to your | 
bedroom), a beam ray and a col- | 
lapsible bedside tray. He has ap- 
plied for patents for an automatic 
self-service gas pump and a two- 
compartment bottle and says he 
has about 10 additional ideas to 
work on. | 

Dixon, a poetic sort of fellow 
who likes to make up little 
rhymes and enter them in soap | 
contests, is more enthusiastic | 
about his theater usher invention 
than his other gadgets. | 

“Fach row of seats is equipped | 
with a panel board with numbers | 
of the seats on it,” explained the | 
quick-witted, partly bald inventor. 
“As a seat is occupied, the light | 
is extinguished by a switch under 
the seat. A person entering a 
darkened theater just looks for a | | 
lighted number.” | 

Dixon said he had numerous 
calls from theater managers who 
wanted to use the invention. “But | 
it’s not on the market yet,” he 
added. 

The beam ray is Dixon’s gift | 
to the Navy. | 

The 33-year-old tire salesman, | 
a Navy veteran of World War II, | 
said the ray is used to detect any 
object at least 10 feet wide. | 

“When an object enters the 
ray area, the ray is broken and | 
that registers on a detector at a 
nearby base,” Dixon explained. 
“The Navy planned to use it as 
a harbor defense against enemy | 
'submarines. The gadget was still 
in the experimental stage at the 
close of the war. 

A trip to Florida started Dixon, 
who was born in Metter, Ga., and 
has lived in Chattanooga for the 
last 10 years, thinking about an 
automatic gas pump. 

“T couldn’t find any filling sta- 
tions open in the early hours of 
the morning along the way so I 
| decided to do something about it,” 
he said. “I rigged up a tank which | 
takes a 50-cent piece through a 
slot. In turn the coin releases a)

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The Tax Reduction Measure 


As expected, the first bill dropped in 
the House hopper as the new Congress 
convened was one which would reduce 
personal income taxes by 20 percent in 
all except a very few instances. 

The measure, sponsored by Chairman 
Harold Knutson, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, provides for tax cuts 
of 20 percent on incomes up to $300,000 
annually. Earnings in excess of that fig- 
ure will enjoy only a 10% percent reduc- 
tion, Knutson explaining that “in general 
incomes above $300,000 are unearned.” 

Relief for big incomes is promised, how- 
ever, in a provision that would lower from 
8542 to 76% percent the total amount of 
Income of which an individual can be 
deprived through taxation. Thus, while 
those with the nation’s largest incomes 
currently retain but 14% percent 
thereof, under the Knutson measure they 
will be allowed to retain 23% percent. 

The Knutson measure would be retro- 
active in that it would apply to all 1947 
income, a new payroll deduction formula 
being effectuated as soon as possible and 
rebates provided on funds paid the Gov- 
ernment under the pay-as-you-go system 
between Jan. 1 and the date the new bill 
becomes effective.

A not inconsiderable portion of the 
Congress, Republican and Democrat, think 
no tax cut should be passed until the 
national debt is reduced. Others hold that 
a flat, across-the-board reduction of all 
brackets is unfair—that cuts should be on 
a sliding scale. 

While some measure of tax relief will 
eventually be forthcoming, the Repub- 
licans already are realizing that it will 
not be as easy as it sounded from the 
stump last Summer. 

For Republicans are pledged, not only 
to reduce taxes 20 per cent, but also to 
balance the budget. The Knutson bill 
would reduce Federal revenues by an esti- 
mated three and a half billion dollars an- 
nually. The wartime excise taxes, which 
expire June 30 as a result of the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation ending hostilities, 
amount to another billion and a half. 

That means government expenditures 
must be reduced at least five billion dol- 
lars annually before any inroads can be 
made on the national debt. 

It will not be easy. 

But the people have signified they want 
it done. 

And the Congress should have the full 
support of the nation in the almost im- 
possible task it faces. 

Taxes must be reduced, yes. But the 
reduction should be made intelligently and 
not at the expense of an unbalanced budget 
and a mounting national debt.

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Politics Is a 
Struggle for Power 


The study of politics has been said to be a 
study of influence and the influential . .. the 
as influential are those who get the most of what 
there is to get. 

What there is to get may be summed up in the word “power.” 
Pressure politics, always employed, is as old as government itself. 
Political parties are mainly, though not exclusively, concerned 
with who shall exercise power, pressure groups with how power 

shall be exercised. ¥ 
Georgia’s current political struggle illustrates all these deductions. 


There is going on in Georgia a contest between the influential 
who are using what influence they have through political pressures 
to obtain political power. 

It is an old struggle. An old Georgia struggle. 

There is nothing new in it. Not even the faces are new. 

The same three political factions to which Georgia long has be- 
come accustomed and at times resentful to each, are again in the 
struggle of influence and the influential. 


Issues Oddly enough, there is not a single issue between them 
in their political pronouncements. Two of the groups, 
one captained by former Gov. E. D. Rivers, and the other by the 
Tennyson “Brook” of State politics, Roy Harris, face each other 
with the third faction, headed by incumbent Gov. Arnall lending 
its moral support to the former. 

Each of the two contending factions is pledged to the identical 
platform, that adopted by the Talmadge-controlled convention at 
Macon. Hence, any person looking on and thinking of choosing 
sides must do so on some other basis than that of the political 
objectives of the two contending groups. 


Duelists M. E. Thompson, elected as Georgia's first Lieutenant 

Governor in the November balloting, contends with 
Herman Talmadge, son of the late Gov. Eugene Talmadge, with the 
office of Governor as the prize. 

Both are conducting races strange to Georgia. There has been no 
flinging of mud, no sounding crimination and recrimination. But 
one may be sure the Legislators are already harassed and learning 
the facts of life. 

M. E. Thompson ‘brings something of an organization of his own. 
Always before a lieutenant, and never before a captain, he brings 
along some school teacher strength, and others he has drawn to 
himself in 25 years of association with the State Department of 
Education, and two years as Revenue Commissioner. He and his 


friends feel he was the victim of a bad deal in the Summer cam- 


paign when the incumbent Governor threw his support to another 
candidate. There is a coolness there, despite the moral support of 
the latter in the present contest. It is shared by National Commit- 
teeman E. D. Rivers, except in his case it is much more of a coolness, 

Former Gov. Rivers is at a low ebb politically. He neverthe- 
less has some loyal followers. He probably sees in the Thompson 
candidacy a chance to rally them, but he cannot be entirely com- 
fortable with Gov. Arnall. 

Herman Talmadge, who participated modestly in previous cam- 
paigns, but heavily in the recent campaign by his late father, in- 
herits a fairly stout organization. That it should break at the 
seams here and there was inevitable. Several of the former cogs 
in the organization have pulled out. Some have done so because 
they have started building up their own personal organizations, 
others because they feel they have been slighted in the new set-up 
of the organization. Young Talmadge, a veteran, smartly has re- 
mained in the background. 


Machine On the whole, it remains the most formidable single 

organization, or factional group. Until time and events 
prove otherwise, it appears to be the only really statewide organi- 
zation. 

While some of the old-timers have left, others have come in. 
Such political and congressional district stalwarts as Charles 
Redwine, for example, have been joined by Roy V. Harris and Jim 
Gillis, both former members of the E. D. Rivers and the Ellis Arnall 
faction. 


s It is without question true that the average voter assumed 
aw that in the event the Governor-Elect died before or after 
taking office, the Lieutenant Governor would succeed him. 

But, politics is a struggle for power. The Talmadge people, 
more alert than others, noted the presence in the new State Con- 
stitution of a provision brought over from the old one. It dates 
to the time when the Legislature elected the Governor. 

It gave them a legal leg to stand on in the event their nominee 
or, later, their Governor-Elect, should succumb to the malady which 
hit him at Jacksonville, Fla., before the general election. Without 
knowing, one must assume they discussed it with him and agreed 
on procedure jto take advantage of the constitutional provision and 
write in Herman Talmadge’s name. Whether one approves or dis- 
approves, it was alert, sound politics, and kept them in the fight. 
Whatever the application of it, the provision is in the Constitution. 

The Legislature will determine, by roll-call ballot, whether 
they agree with that provision or not. If they do, then there will 
be an effort made to get it to the courts. The courts will then 
determine whether or not they have jurisdiction.

All told, in the “displaced persons” camps of Europe today— 
almost a year and a half since V-E. Day—there are 850,000 helpless, 
homeless, distraught human beings. The majority of them are 
women and children—the men were the first victims of imprison- 
ment and death at the hands of the Nazi butchers.

In Prime of Life would normally be the: prime of life. They 
are of the age group spared from the gas ovens, the firing squads, 
the poison chambers, so they might toil in Hitler’s slave labor gangs. 
Those too old for labor, or too young to survive the rigors of im- 
prisonment, were either destroyed by the Nazis or succumbed to 
Nazi abuse. 

Contrary to general belief, they are not mostly Jews. In fact, 
fewer than one-fourth of them are Jewish. Approximately 650,000 
are Roman Catholics, Greek Catholics and Protestants. Only 200,000 
are Jews. 

By nationalities, they are of every European country that once 
lay prostrate under the Nazi heel. They are persons who, for one 
reason or another, cannot go back to their native places. They are 
homeless outcasts and they survive only because they are kept in 
concentration camps, as cattle are kept in corrals, and are fed 
because Allied authorities must feed them. 

They are the direct responsibility of every Christian nation, of 
every individual Christian who has read the parable of the Good 


Samaritan. 

- Every member nation of UNO shares the 
Others Wait On Us responsibility, but most of the others wait 
for the United States, acknowledged leader in affairs of interna- 
tional mercy, to point the way.

Some 
would limit immigration to the old quota laws enacted in 1929.

Today we do not admit more than a small fraction of those who 
could come in under the quota law. That law sets the annual 
immigration quota at 153,879. Between December, 1945, when 
President Truman approved admittance of 39,000 displaced per- 
sons for the coming year, and October, 1946, only about 5,000 reached 
these shores. 

The Immigration Service limits the monthly quota, for each na- 
tionality, to 10 percent of the annual allowance. Unused quotas 
of one month are not permitted to carry over to the next. Delays 
in issuance of visas, uncertainties of shipping and many other fac- 
tors prevent filling of any monthly quota. 

During the war years only seven percent of the permissible 
quota was admitted. 

Yet this accumulation of unused allowance is not now considered.

It now has been disclosed that the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce not only envisioned the death of 
a Governor-Elect, but also envisioned the deaths of the two high 
men in the general election in case no one got a majority. Not 
only did it think of such possibilities, but it suggested that the 
Constitution redrafters—at that time—make provisions for such 
circumstances. The Chamber of Commerce’s Governmental Re 
search Bureau recommended for the present situation a combina- 
tion of Legislative election of a Governor and special election 
for a Governor. 

Under the Chamber of Commerce’s recommendation made in 
1944, the General Assembly of 1947 would elect a “temporary” 
Governor to take the office to which the late Gov.-Elect Eugene Tal- 
madge was elected. This “temporary’’ Governor would be se- 
lected from among all of the other candidates in the general election 
(not just the two high men) or from among all of the members of 
the Legislature. The “temporary” Governor would call a special 
election immediately upon being sworn in, and the people, them- 
selves, would proceed to elect a Governor for the full term. 

If in the general election no candidate received a majority of 
the votes and one or both of the two persons having the highest 
number of votes should die before the Legislature convened, the 
Legislature would proceed to elect a “temporary” Governor in 
the same manner as above. 

The sub-committee of the Constitution redrafters failed to 
take these recommendations. On the belief that the new General 
Assembly might be interested in such a plan, J. F. Gordy, Sec- 
retary of the Governmental Research Bureau of the Chamber of 
Commerce, has mailed copies of the proposals to Fulton County's

- : Aside from its other unique features, the 
No Mudslinging present gubernatorial contest has a strange 
absence of mudslinging. There are no charges of Red Russia, Black 
Harlem, Nazis, Ku Klux Klan, Dictatorship, Nigger or Silk Stock- 
ing Element that filled the air of last Summer's bitter gubernatorial 
struggle. Young Herman Talmadge has adopted a serene attitude, 
confident of victory, and refers lightly to former Schoolteacher 
Thompson as “The Professor.” He does not slash out at Thompson 
personally. On the other hand, ‘Thompson, who conducted a cam- 
paign for Lieutenant-Governor last Summer without mudslinging, 
says Talmadge is a “good boy” whose political future is being en- 
dangered by taking advice of a clique seeking political power.

A review of title insurance busi- 


ness handled in Georgia for 1946 | 
by Lawyers Title Insurance Corpo- | 


ration, which company insures 
titles for practicing attorneys as 
well as through its own agent, At- 
lanta Title Company, discloses 
some interesting facts. 

The aggregate value of proper- 
ties in the metropolitan area of 
Atlanta on which titles were in- 
sured is well in excess of $60,000,- 
000. Undoubtedly there are some 
duplications in this. amount, aris- 
ing from the fact that title policies 
were issued two or more times on 
the same property during the war. 

The exact figures are not avail- 
able as to the amounts involved 
in titles insured in connection with 
GI loans, but undoubtedly the 
number of GI loans steadily in- 
creased after about July and there 
are pending in various stages of 
incompletion at the present time 
severa] hundred transactions in- 
volving GI loans.

Modern trackless trolley service replaced streetcars during 1946 
on the following eight lines: Cascade Heights, McDaniel Street, 
North Moreland-Lake Claire, West Peachtree, 
Georgia Avenue-Atlanta Avenue, Clairmont-Emory, Druid Hills. 


Several of the modernized lines were also lengthened so as to 
be more convenient to a greater number of passengers. Routes 
extended into additional neighborhoods include the Cascade 
Heights, Lake Claire. Clairmont-Emory and Amsterdam lines. 


Last year about 153,800,000 passengers used the trolleys and 
buses, an increase of 5,600,000 over 1945. Wartime records 
were smashed.

Effective last May 1, our transit workers received an average 
increase of over 20 per cent in their take-home pay.

Last year 130 more swift, silent trackless trolleys and 15 roomy 
buses went into service. After retiring 43 streetcars, we have 
999 scheduled vehicles, the largest public transit fleet in At- 
lanta’s history. And it’s now 62 per cent rubber-tired vehicles. 


New feeder bus lines were provided in several sections. The 
North Hapeville-South Hapeville line serves a large area ex- 
tending south from the Lakewood section. Other new feeder bus 
routes are the Hills Park and Moreland-Federal Prison lines. 


The number of trolley and bus operators is at an all-time high. 
In 1946 it was increased from 896 to 1,031. This required an 
intensive training program on the biggest scale in our history.

TikeN New York’s gayest wit and for a 
‘ong time its favorite son—the late James 
J. Walker—made his will, he thought 
first of the little boy and girl whom he and his 
second wife, the late Betty Compton, adopted. 

To each from his small estate he left $5,000, 
to be added to trust funds which he had estab- 
lished before he died last fall. ‘They will have 
private schooling and if the sums in trust are 
as considerable as can be expected (amplified, 
perhaps, by an additional fund which friends of 
Mr. Walker have proposed to set up), they'll get 
the start in life which Jimmy Walker wanted 
them to have. 

‘ Although New York will remember him as its 
‘most colorful mayor, his friends Know that his 
‘deepest loyalties. were to his immediate family, 
and the provisions of his will now bear this out. 

To his sister, Mrs. Nan Walker Burke, he also 
left $5,000, and-she will be guardian of the chil- 
dren. James John, Jr., now 10 years old, is ina 
boys’ military school. Mary Ann, now ll, is in 
a girls’ boarding school. 

To his first wife, Mr. Walker left $10,000, or 
25’ per cent of the total estate, whichever is 
smaller. After specific bequests are paid, the 
children will share what remains. This won't 
be much, as the estate’s total is $25,000, and pre- 
sumably the trust funds, the amounts of which 
are undisclosed, will be the children’s mainstay. 

From the time the children were adopted, Mary 
Ann in 1936 and Jimmy Jr. in 1937, they were 
the idols of their new father. | 

When he and Betty Compton separated, -and 
she married Ted Knappen, an engineer, he was 
best man. Everything was friendly. But eventually 
he kept the children. When Betty and Knappen 
had a child of their own, both families—the Walk- 
ers and the Knappens-—-remained in the same 
apartment house. The ties were close. | 

The ties broke when Betty died, never having 
recovered from complications attending the birth 
of her baby. 

For a while Jimmy Waiker accepted Betty's 
child as his adopted children’s best friend,, but 
the association couldn't last. Knappen married 
again, and the Knappen family moved away— 
still with good wishes all around.

a red-faced policeman in his stride. 

“No disres meant, officer,”’ the little lady 
said hastily. “He was like a son to me. I just 
happened to remember the last time he visited 
me, no more than the month gone, and I asked 
for his health. He said: 

“*Mary, darling, I don’t have enough of it to 
worry about. The house looks all right on the 
outside, but there’s something wrong with the 
plumbing.’ ” 

The policeman grinned and took off his cap. 

“Sure, he was always ready with the quip,” 
he said. “I mind the time he said—” 


AND some of the thousands of mourners pressed 

closer to hear another laugh-provoking line 
,uttered by Jimmy Walker. As legislator, mayor 
and private citizen, he was the most quoted New 
Yorker of the generation. Up or down, in the 
State Senate or a night club, his was the trouper’s 
motto: “Leave ‘em laughing.” 

As a result of the Seabury investigation of 
municipal affairs, he was summoned to Albany 
by the then governor, Franklin D. Roosevelt, who 
confronted him with the charges. 

At the end of a very trying day, Walker 
emerged from the governor’s effice to smile 
wryly and whisper to an intimate: 

“Daddy made me eat my spinach.” 

That night he started preparing his letter of 
resignation as New York’s mayor with its salary 
of $40,000 a year. 

His wit was powerful and respected in politics 
Senator Elon R. Brown, Republican, after a losing 
tiff with Walker, sighed: 

“If he were to introduce a bill to take these 
beautiful capitol pillars to Tammany Hall, he 
would find enough votes to pass it.” 

Just as he used his wits to legalize Sunday 
baseball and boxing, he did a bit of fancy floor 
work to repeal New York’s prohibition act, the 
Mullan-Gage bill, in 1923. The showdown vote 
was called for May 27 and Walker found he 
needed one ballot for repeal. That one, in the 
doubtful list, belonged to Senator Mark W. Allen, 
representing a wet district, Staten Island. 

As the roll was about to be called, Walker was 
told that Allen had left the chamber and was 
about to drive away, thus evading the issue. 
Walker told Sergeant-at-Arms Jerry Sheehan: 

“Get Mr. Allen back here! Use force if neces- 
sary! We are on the brink of catastrophe—but 
keep him in the cloakroom for two minutes—just 
two minutes.” 

Sheehan got his man and Walker, two minutes 
later, found an irate and spluttering Senator Al- 
len in the cloakroom, Sheehan standing over him. 

“What's the meaning of this?” demanded the 
scowling Walker. 

Allen described the outrageous treatment ac- 
corded him and Walker turned on Sheehan in- 
dignantly. 

“You're fired! Get out!” . 

“But, Jimmy, you told me—” 

Walker pushed the bewildered sergeant-at- 
arms out of the room, put an arm across Allen’s 
shoulders, and reminded him of the importance of 
his vote; how he was elected by people who hated 
prohibition, and other such things. Allen voted 
for repeal of the dry act. Sheehan’s peremptory 
dismissal by Walker didn’t mean a thing. It was 
the last day of the session, and he was through 
anyway. 

He was ever an outspoken foe of prohibition. 
On his tour of Europe in 1927, he was guest of 
honor at a luncheon given by the newspapermen 
in London, and addressed them: 

“Distinguished visitors—and fellow refugees 
from the 18th Amendment—” 

He Shid it gave him extreme pleasure to have 
newspapermen buy his lunch, “even if 200 of them 
had to gang together to do it.” 


\/ALKER never replied if a newspaper attacked 
him, 


“You can’t win that battle,” was his explana- 
tion. “They go to press. too often.” 

The nearest he ever came to explaining, pub- 
licly, his zest for life and his contempt for such 
conventions as punctuality was at a luncheon 
given in his honor by the Advertising Club of 
New York. Said Walker: 

“I don't like the man who starts and ends by 
the clock. And don’t confuse that predisposition 
to smile or laugh as my desire to take life lightly. 
Please, sometimes, think there may be something 
deeper down that I don’t want to betray.” 

During his first European tour, he kept the 
Lord Mayor of London waiting a half hour and 
won a hearty handclasp when he said, blithely: 

“Anybody who has nothing to do can always 
be on time. Only the busy man is a trifle late.”

thought of it that way, but in future— 

He kept the late Benito Mussolini waiting for 
several minutes in the Dictator’s palace, made him 
like it when he said: 

“I’m a busy man. I’m the head man of the 
greatest city in the world—-New York. We have 
more Irish than Dublin. We have more Jews than 
Palestine. We have more Germans than any 
other city outside of Berlin, and more Italians 
than any other city outside of Rome. My job is 
to keep them all working and living together, 
~— You want to change jobs?” 

e Mussolini jutting jaw receded. He grinned 
and allowed he was happy where he was. 

To the American colony in Paris, Walker said: 

“I have no message for you. I know nothing 
about international law or international complica- 
tions. That’s why I’m still able to smile. I will 
now lead in the singing of a little number en- 
titled “Will You Love Me in December as You 
Do in May?’”’ 

It was, he admitted, the best little number he 
had ever written. 

When. he came from Europe, a band met him 
at Quarantine and played the same little number. 
Walker put on the familiar grin, 

“You got the wrong guy,” he said. “I’m not 
distinguished. I’m no Channel swimmer, or flier. 
I'm just a tired, hard working mayor.” 

He fooled no one, including himself, with the 
“hard working mayor’ line. While his salary was 
being increased from $25,000 to. $40,000 annually, 
he told those who opposed the pay boost: 

“You people are lucky. Think what I'd ask 
for if I put in a full eight-hour day. And don't 
forget, cover charges have gone up.” 

In 1940 Mayor LaGuardia made him impartial 
chairman of the cloak and suit industry at a sal- 
ary of $20,000 a year, but Walker wasn’t happy; 
everybody was too serious. His farewell com- 
plaint to a delegation of cloak and suit tycoons 
was: , 

“You fellows are always button-holing me.” 

Czars of the motion picture industry made him 
some fabulous offers but, although he liked to 
play in Hollywood, he couldn’t see it as a place 
to work. After a luncheon with the executives 
of one studio, he reported: 

“It was one part lobster and one part bicar- 
bonate of soda. These people worry so much 
about entertaining the world, even their ulcers 
are super colossal.” 

He resented the Southern California sunshine, 
too, because it was bright and inquisitive. “One 
late night and the next day anybody can look at 
your eyes and tell your blood count.” 

Jimmy Walker’s slashing wit came to the 
fore at his first scheduled after-dinner speech. He 
squirmed, and yawned, and sipped cold coffee 
while six or seven other speakers plagiarized Joe 
Miller’s joke book, and kept saying, “What my 
good friend has just said reminds me—” 

Finally, the toastmaster got the floor and 
looked apologetically at Walker. 

“I had hoped,” the toastmaster said, “that the 
Hon. Jimmy Walker would be our first speaker.” 


“ 


Jimmy bowed, grinned, and stifled a yawn: 

“Nobody can be first in everything, ladies and 
gentlemen. Look at George Washington. First 
in War. First in Peace. First in the Hearts of 
his Countrymen. But he married a widow.” 

His friends tried to get him to belittle Samuel 
Seabury, whose investigation ended Walker's pol- 
itical life at its peak, but he refused. 

“T’ll come out of it with more friends than 
he,”’ said Walker, and added with the old grin— 
“IT hope.” 

Many a fair weather friend deserted him when 
he was discredited, but thousands remained to 
file past his bier in the funeral parlor, and to 
line Fifth Avenue to get a glimpse of his funeral 
cortege. This outpouring of humanity to pay tri- 
bute to a man long since banished from the lime- 
light gave the city editor of a New York news- 
paper an idea. He told a reporter: | 

“Find out how many people attended Seabury’s 
funeral.” 

The reporter was back in an hour to announce: 

“Nobody went to his funeral.” 

“That’s the story,” the city editor rubbed his 
hands. “Explain how thousands went to Jimmy's 
funeral, nobody remembered the man who forced 
him into exile——” 

“T can explain it in one sentence. Seabury 
isn’t dead. He has a law office at 31 Nassau St., 
and lives at 154 East 63rd st. I just talked to 
him.” 

“What did he say about Walker’s death?” 

The reporter read from his notes: 

“He said: “The incident is closed.’”’ 


IMMY WALKER got ready for the “closing of 

the incident” months ago, when his health and 
zest for life began to fade. The night spots sel. 
dom saw him and he went to bed, exhausted, at 
11 o’clock every night. 

Twice divorced, he explained he didn’t know 
how to be “professionally devout—-people would 
find out what a lousy actor I am.” 

In the year of his death, he soliloquized: 

“Tf there is nobody with a sense of humor on 
The Judgment Seat, I'll go over like a lead bal- 
loon. I might as well cop a plea, or try to get 
a change of venue.” 

The same thought was uppermost in the minds 
of many of the mourners along Fifth Avenue, 
and it went up aS a prayer: 

“Tt is to be hoped he'll be happy and be mak- 
ing the others laugh, wherever he is bound,” 

The hearse drew. up in front of the big gray 
cathedral, and the doors were opened. A big 
lieutenant of police looked at his watch and 
daubed his eyes with a giant gloved hand. 

“What time is it, lieutenant?” 

“Tis ten twenty-five.” 

“Then he’s five minutes early.” 

“He is, and I’m not sure he'd have liked it.” 

The rollers turned and the pallbearers reached 
for their burden. A gleaming casket containing 
the slight frame of Jimmy Walker

MONG the many wonders of 
A nature, the bird of paradise 
ranks high in its display of 
feathered beauty and in its unique, 
sometimes grotesque but rhythmical, 
dancing during the mating season. 
Despite its good looks, the bird is 
most nearly akin to the ugly crow. 
Underneath thick luxurious plumage 
some of the species reach the size of 
crows—others are as small as spar- 
rows—and one variety emits a sound 
not much different from a_ crow’s 
caw. None of them Is a singer. 
There are some 50 known species 
of this magnificent bird, a native of 


New Guinea and the neighboring . 


islands. Its name is a translation olf 


“manukdewata,” as the natives call it : 


on the island of Latchiam. It was 
from this island that the first birds 
_—two dead specimens—-were taken to 
| Europe in 1523 by Magellan’s crew. 
: Soon after absurd legends arose 
around these birds. According to 
their custom, the natives had cut off 
the wings and legs of the specimens 
taken to Europe. ‘That gave rise to 
the belief, among many others, that 
the bird of paradise is legless and 
wingless, that it hung on tree limbs 
by its long tail feathers. 

Although the bird of paradise is 
not as miraculous as described in the 
legends, the beauty of the male lives 
up to its name. 

During the mating season it is the 
job of the male, it seems, to attract 
the female. He does that by spread 
ing his feathers, which range in color 
from light gray to a dark iridescent 
green, according to the species, and 
arranging them in such a way that 
they give the best possible display of 
color and symmetry. 

This kaleidoscopic wonder the bird 
accompanies with a slow and intricate 
rhythmic movement during which it 
goes into an apparent trance like a 
dancing dervish. ‘The climax of this 
performance passes rapidly as the 
bird seems to snap out of its trance. 

In a large cage at the zoo of the 
New York Zoological Society, for ine 
stance, there are two males and a 
female of the same species, the Long- 
tailed Birds of Paradise. 

From October to April, for many 
years these males have performed 
daily. To a certain point, both act the 
same way, but towards the climax 
they differ remarkably. 
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The first bind, from Papua, after 
throwing its pectoral plumes upright 
above its. head with body stiffened 
and flattened, draws its extended 
Shields together and holds them an 
inch apart like two fingers. 

The other bird, hailing from the 
Waria River, only 50 miles away, 
broadens its shields to the utmost, 
forming a wide fan and encircling its 
head with it.

HE floor nurse’s office in the 

[Israel Zion Hospital in Brooklyn 

was dim, but inside a shadowy 
figure moved with swift certainty. 

He found the morphine cabinet 
and with shaking hands pocketed 
ll quarter-grain tablets. Then he 
started a frantic search. 

“Got to find that atrophine,” he 
muttered. “Got to find it!” 

He hoped to conceal his theft by 
substituting atrophine tablets for the 
stolen morphine. The two drugs ap- 
pear alike; only in use can the differ- 
ence be detected. 

The tap-tap of a nurse's heels in 
the corridor frightened the prowling 
figure in hospital attendant’s uniform 
and he fled. The nurse, sent for 
morphine with which to relieve a pa- 
tient’s pain, discovered the loss and 
reported it to the hospital super- 
visor. The New York State Nar- 
cotics Bureau was notified. 

“It’s the nursing shortage,” the 
supervisor told detectives. “We've 
only got one new man here. A male 
nurse, named Frank Savoy. He had 
papers from the Massachusetts State 
Board of Nursing. We were too short- 
handed te check his papers.” 

Savoy's credentials were investi- 
gated and found to be forged. A week 
later he was caught red-handed steal- 
ing more morphine. 

The war dried up many of the 
illicit sources of drugs. Quarter grain 
tablets which, before the war, were 
worth 50 cents bring three dollars 
in the Ulegal market. According to 
Joseph De Ambrose, chief of New York 
State Narcotics Bureau, Savoy said: 

“This nurse shortage makes it a 
cinch. I showed up with male nurse 
papers and they were so short of help 
they wouldn’t even let me out of 
sight until I was hired.” 

An investigation resulting from 
Savoy's arrest revealed that five other 
New York hospitals had reported 
similar thefts. 

Officials of the American 
Nurses’ Association acknowledged 
this to be one of the repercus- 
sions of the nurse shortage. 

Two of every three of the 
6,275 hospitals in the United 
States have been affected by the 
shortage. Thousands of beds are 
empty and hundreds of wards closed. 

In hospitals treating mental cases, 
where the shortage is especially acute, 
the gravity of the situation was 
brought sharply before officials re- 
cently by two murders. In the psy- 
chopathic ward of New York’s Belle- 
vue Hospital, a young woman writer 
wriggied out of a restraining sheet 
and strangled another young woman 
patient. Soon afterward, another 
young woman patient strangled an- 
other patient, an elderly woman. 

Dr. Edward Bernecker, New York’s 
Commissioner of Hospitals, blamed 
the killings on overcrowding and the 
shortage of nurses. 

The National Nursing Council, an 
affiliate of the American Nurses’ 
Association, recently estimated conser- 
vatively that the shortage amounted 
to 41,000 nurses in the country. 

However, the American Nurses’ 
Association points out that the short- 
age is greater than the survey indi- 
cates. New York City alone has a 
shortage of 7,000 nurses according to 
the Greater New York Hospitals 
Association. As a result city hospi- 
tals have closed 1,021 beds, while the 
voluntary hospitals have closed 1,070. 

Before the war New York Commis- 
sioner of Hospitals Edward M. Ber- 
necker stated, a total of 5,900 nurses 
were needed in city institutions. Now 
they have only a paltry 2,904. He said: 
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“The result is that nurses are over- 
worked and worn out physically. This 
is reflected in the illness raté among 
our nurses. In one hospital) on one 
day recently 45 nurses were ill, 
mostly from overwork. Resignations 
exceed the recruiting rate.” 

Nurses in hospitals are not as well 
paid as those engaged in the newer 
industrial field, in private - practice 
and those who serve in the Army and 
Navy Nurse Corps. 

Many New York State 
ties have found it necessary to raise 
money by private subscription to 
augment nurses’ salaries ta permit 
continuation of the program) for the 
detection and early treatment of 
tuberculosis.

Nursing has become big business. 
In 1900 there was one nurse for every 
6,389 persons. In 1940 there was one 
nurse for every 357 people. Now 
there is one for every 410. 

It is estimated that the 
probationers reporting to nursing 
schools this fall should number at 
least 40,000 if the shortage is not to 
grow more serious. 

One constant source of loss to the 
nursing corps which no one has over- 
come is the loss by marriage. 

Dr. Philip J. Rafle, New York Dis- 
trict State Health officer, points out: 
“Statistics show 37 per cent of al! 
nurses are married within three years 
after leaving school; and 87 per cent 
of inactive nurses are not working 
because of marriage.”

HE first three wives of Cornelius 
T Vanderbilt Jr. found him a little 

too much to contend with in an 
atmosphere of prosaic domesticity but 
his fourth, an heiress accustomed to 
languid luxury, seems perfectly con- 
tent to ramble over the continent 
with him in. a jalopy and trailer. 

That, in a way, is about as unex- 
pected as everything else connected 
with the fourth marriage of Brig. 
Gen. Vanderbilt's wandering boy, al- 
though Neely has never been noted 
as a stickler for the conventional. 

After his third divorce, Neely an- 
nounced flatly that he wouldn't do 
any more marrying. No, sir. On 
another occasion, during an interview, 
he advised all and sundry that hasty 
marriages should be avoided. 

One look at Maria Feliza Pablos, 
a high-born Mexican matron, and 
caramba! he forgot all his pledges 
and platitudes. “She’s the loveliest 
thing south of the border,” he ex- 
claimed, forgetting for the moment 
that he was at a cocktail party at the 
Savoy-Plaza in New York and the Rio 
Grande was a couple of thousand 
miles below. Two days later they 
were engaged. 

Neely’s friends agreed that Maria 
Feliza was certainly something to 
look at, and besides that she was the 
daughter of the late Rudolfo Pablos, 
one of Mexico's wealthiest cattlemen, 
as well as being a grandniece of the 
late Porfirio Diaz, one-time President 
of Mexico. 

The dowager Mrs. Cornelius 
(Grace) Vanderbilt gave her. whole- 
hearted approval to the match, so 
Neely decided on his mother’s eighty- 
second birthday as the date for the 
ceremony. He and Maria Feliza flew 
separately to Nevada, which is ac- 
quiring a sort of reputation as the be- 
ginning and end of Neely’s nuptials. 

Reno was the city chosen for the 
wedding. “It seemed a suitable june- 
tion point for a 48-year-old man with 
three ex-wives and a 29-year-old bride 
with a couple of discarded husbands. 

There was an exchange of rings in 
the most approved old-world fashion. 
Neely’s didn’t amount to much. 

“She just wants me to wear it so 
that when the girls see it they will 
know I am a married man,” he said. 

But Maria’s was a lulu. It was a 
huge diamond surrounded by six East 
Indian blue sapphires, which were 
surrounded by eight yellow heart-cut 
Ceylon sapphires, which, in turn, were 
surrounded by eight rubies. 

Most unexpected of all on this 
bizarre occasion was the immediate 
scene of the ceremony. It was the 
home of Neely’s Reno lawyer—-the 
same house in which the marrying 
Vanderbilt had once lived with his 
second wife, Mary Logan. 

That was in the late 20s, before 
Neely, now a traveling journalist, 
opened a divorce ranch near Reno 
where, for $500, he provided room 
and board for six weeks, entertain- 
ment, lawyer’s fee and court costs. 

“Not much of a money-maker,” he 
said once, describing the venture, “but 
more fun than a three-ring circus.” 

The marriage to Mary, which he 
called “a sober second thought,” ended 
in divorce in 1931, just as his first 
marriage, to Rachel Littleton, had 
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Neely and His Fourth Wife Cutting the Wedding Cake After Marrying in Reno. 


ended in 1927. His third marriage, to 
Helen Varner, also went the divorce 
route in 1940. A few weeks after 
they were wed in 1935 Helen slipped 
away at midnight from Neely’s estate 
at Lake ArrowheaG, Calif. She didn’t 
say why and she didn’t go back. 

It wasn’t because of his divorces 
that Neely was blue-penciled out of 
the Social Register. It was because 
he wrote very nasty things about 
some of the creamiest crumbs in the 
upper crust. Even his own parents 
didn’t escape. At a time when they 
were fussing about the elopement of 
his sister Neely editorialized: 


“There is a feeling among certain 
society members that the only de- 
Sirable alliances for their daughters 
are with titled foreigners, particularly 
the British.” 

The heir to the Vanderbilt millions 
took the silver spoon out of his mouth 
at an early age and, so to speak, ex- 
changed it for a_ typewriter. He 
started his journalistic career as the 
publisher of tabloid newspapers in 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and Mi- 
ami. It was an enterprise which re- 
putedly cost him $3,000,000, He. bor- 
rowed $910,000 of the financing from 
his father, who, when he died in 1942 


and left his wealth to Neely and his 
sister, stipulated that the son must re- 
pay the loan out of his inheritance. 

When the publishing bubble burst, 
Neely became a foreign correspondent 
and then a lecturer. He toured the 
world, hobnobbing with. kings, dicta- 
tors and street sweepers. During the 
last war he was a major in Army In- 
telligence. Now he confines his vaga- 
bonding to North America, which he 
views from the porthole of a trailer. 
If Maria Feliza Pablos Vanderbilt con- 
tinues to accompany him, she’s going 
to see an awful lot of this continent—— 
the hard way.

Selig Is Paying Pretty Good Balm, but It's Pretty 


Good Business for Him to Pay HI.

HEN Mrs. Helen Montgomery 
Selig obtained a divorce re 
cently from the well-known 


Chicago philanthropist, Lester N. 
Selig, wealthy official of the General 
American ‘Transportation Company, 
it appeared that Selig might be ex- 
tending his philanthropy to the dl- 
vorce court. 
Terms of the financial settlement 
including among other things ali- 
mony payments of $3,000 monthly 
seemed surprisingly generous. 
Lawyers, however, hastened to ex. 
plain that the settlement represented 
not philanthropy, but good business. 
It would, they said, not leave the 
philanthropic Mr. Selig much poorer. 
Because of a quirk in the income tax 
laws, he could pay $36,000 a year ali- 
mony to his ex-spouse and still be 
out of pocket only a very small frac- 
tion of that amount. -Said William C. 
Boyden, attorney for Mrs. Selig: 
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“It's not as much as it seerns be- 
cause he's paying it with a very 
cheap dollar.” 

“Cheap dollar” or not, it does hook 
like a lot to the average person, for 
Mrs. Selig not only got the decree, 
granted on grounds of desertion, but 
also the following material benefits: 

Alimony payments of $3,000 a 
month, to be continued indefinitely 
or until she remarries. 

An expensive automobile. 

Insurance policies on her 
husband's. life totaling $160,000 

$50,000 for the furnishings of 
their Lake Shore Drive apartment! to 
be paid at the rate of $7,500 annually. 

Apparently the only break Mr. 
Selig got in the settlement was their 
apartment. Mrs. Selig agreed to va- 
cate it by Dec. 1. 

Incame tax authorities confirmed 
that present tax laws can make even 
such large settlements as these prac- 
tically painless for those in the higher 
income brackets. They pointed out 
that such wealthy citizens frequently 
save in taxes as much as half or 
even three-quarters of what they pay 
out as alimony and that while it is 
still not possible to get Uncle Sam to 
pick up tHe entire alimony check, he 
often foots more of the bill than the 
man who actually pays it. 

Here's the way it works on the 
basis of figures supplied by the 
Collector’s office: 

Suppose our hypothetical candi- 
date for divorce has a net income of 
$100,000 after all allowable deductions 
are made. He is still a married man, 
however, and so long as he is, and in 
the absence of other deductions, he 
will pay, under present laws, a total 
tax of $63,954. This leaves him $36,- 
046 for his own use. 

Suppose that for one reason or 
another his wife divorces him and he, 
like Selig, agrees to pay alimony of 
$36,000 annually in periodic payments, 
This entitles him to deduct this 
amount from his income before com 
puting his tax and gives him a total 
tax of only $35,568. After both tax 
and alimony are paid he has left 
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Mrs. Helen Montgomery 

Selig—She Gets $3,000 

a Month Unless and Until 
She Remarries. 
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$28,432 or a mere $7,614 less than he 
would have had if he paid no alimony. 

In other words, he actually settles 
his $36,000 alimony bill for $7,614 

Whatever anybody thinks about it, 
that’s the way it is and it's all made 
possible by two things. first, the fact 
that surtax rates go up So steeply for 
incomes in high brackets that every 
dollar of deductions results in sizable 
tax savings, and second, the law 
which decrees that any tax on ali 
mony be collected from the one who 
gets it. 

To see how Uncle Sam fares in a 
deal like this, you must look at the 
wife’s side of the tax sheet. 

It is not very likely that she will 
have income other than her alimony 
and hence, she would ordinarily not 
pay tax on the full amount of what 
she receives in that way. For com 
parison, the Collector’s experts fig 
ured it under circumstances most 
favorable to Uncle Sam and supposed 
that the whole of her alimony would 
be taxable. 

The higher the income the preater 
the tax. So naturally, $36,000, as al 
most the sole income of a divorcee, 
will bring in far less tax than when 
it forms a part of her husband’s much 
greater income. 

Thus the same $36,000 which 
would have meant a $28,386 tax bill 
for our hypothetical husband will set 
his ex-wife back only $16,208. 

All of which. means that such a 
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divorce costs Uncle Sam the differ- 
ence between the two tax payments, 
or $12,178 a year, and points to the 
conclusion that it would be a good 
thing if he could keep his wealthy 
married couples out of the divorce 
courts, 

None of this, of course, is any 
thing against Selig or any other well 
to-do divorced man who is generous 
enough to supply his ex-wife liberally 
with spending money. 

Selig, for instance, is one of Chi- 
cago’s most respected and public 
spirited citizens. In 1945, after years 
as president of the General American 
Transportation Company, he was 
elected to the position of chairman 
of the board. 

Despite his duties as a high offi- 
cial of this company he has always 
devoted much time to philanthropic 
and community enterprises. He was 
formerly head of the Jewish Charities 
of Chicag has served as vice 
president .of the Chicago Community 
Fund and as a leader in many Red 
Cross drives. 

Last year he was responsible for 
the donafion by his company of a 
Berman metal locator to St. Cath. 
erine’s Hospital at East Chicago, with 
the request that it be used for any- 
one who needed it without extra 
charge. His donations for charity 
have always been generous. He and 
his wife were married for 20 years 
before they separated.

WENTY years have elapsed since Capt. Clovis 

Duhain of the Pinkerton National Detective 

Agency caught Benjamin H. Chilson trying 
to put over a ringer at the Fair Grounds track 
in New Orleans. But such was the consummate 
skill of this unregenerate con man of the race 
courses that to this day the turf’s various pro- 
tective agencies are on the alert for evidences of 
Chilson’s handiwork, although no one knows for 
certain whether he’s alive or dead. 

In the quarter of a century between 1901, when 
Chilson quit his job as itinerant carpenter and 
blacksmith at the western tracks, and 1926 when 
he faded into oblivion after the New York Racing 
Commission had turned down his brazen request 
for reinstatement, this Rasputin of Ringers swin- 
died bookmakers, gambling houses and horse 
players out of untold millions in ringing coups. 

If he’s alive today (and there are reports that 
he lives near San Bernardino, Calif.) he’d be 
about 8&4 years old. 

Proving again that there’s honor among 
thieves, Ben the Ringing Master, in his final bid 
for reinstatement wrote: “But one thing, gentle- 
men. -Do not ask me who has been or who now 
is affiliated with me in racing, for I will not 
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divulge their names even though it prevents my 
reinstatement, as they are horsemen in good 
Standing.” Good standing, indeed! 

The resurrection of a sluggish five. year-old 
mare named Spooks at an Oakland, Calif., track 
on March 25th, 1902, was the event that set the 
Pinkertons on a man hunt for Chilson that Cap- 
tain Duhain continued right up to the time of that 
famous sleuth’s death, 10 years ago. 

spooks was such a notorious slow poke that 
when she finished second in a distance event at 
Oakland, that day in 1902, paying off at the 
fancy price of 25 to 1, the bookies at the track 
and betting. commissioners in the leading cities 
got together, compared notes on their losses, 
totalling about $200,000, and learned that most 
of the money bet on the suddenly awakened nag 
had showed up just before post time. 

This is always the hallmark of a betting coup. 
In those days, the Pinkerton Agency provided the 
only protection offered to the race-going public 
against crooks, so the Oakland racing officials 
turned the case over to Robert Pinkerton. Pre- 
liminary investigation revealed that John Cart- 
wright, a San Francisco broker with social and 
political ambitions, had entered Spooks; that his 
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Stable was made up of mediocre horses, and that 
Cartwright himself. was in the red at the track. 

This information didn’t throw much light on 
spooks’ sudden burst of ambition. Then a slow- 
starting, stretch-folding bay gelding named Hiram 
Johnson beat Sam Hildredth’s handicap horse, 
Major Tenny, by four lengths at New Orleans, 
the following Christmas Eve, paying 25 to 1. 

That started things happening. 

In the first place, Hildreth, shocked when this 
“dog” beat his good handicap horse by four 
lengths, went to the winner’s circle to take a close 
look and found to his amazement that the horse 
was not the Hiram Johnson he had seen run 
several times in California. Notifying the stew- 
ards, Hildreth accompanied them to the stables. 

The stall assigned to Hiram Johnson was 
empty and standing beside it was a bewhiskered 
man with heavy-lensed glasses, who said he was 
Alex Mathieson, owner of Hiram Johnson. 

The stewards instituted a search for the horse 
to no avail. Meanwhile Mathieson disappeared. 

The Pinks despatched their best race track 
man, Captain Duhain, to the Crescent City. 

It took Duhain little time to establish the fact 
that “Hiram Johnson” was a ringer and that the 
betting coup put over with the horse had “taken” 
bookies in Butte for $63,000; in Chicago for $45,- 
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000; New York for $40,000, and Hot Springs for 
$30,000, in addition to the $50,000 collected from 
the handbook operators at the track. 

The dough on “hot horse Hiram” had showed 
up just before the race. Duhain knew Alex 
Mathieson, a respectable horseman, and when 
the New Orleans stewards described the man 
who had given his name, the Pinkerton sleuth 
knew the fellow was an imposter. 


H RSEMEN referred to the phony Mathieson 

as “the Stranger,” and for many years the 
name clung to him. He was described then as be- 
ing about 42 years old, muscular, weighing 175 
pounds and of saliow complexion, with watery 
blue eyes, brown hair, a long, straight, sharp 
nose and an unruly moustache and goatee. The 
trademark that unfailingly identified him wher- 
ever he operated was a large cast in the left eye. 

The Hiram Johnson coup had so many fea- 
tures in common with the Spooks job in Oakland 
that Captain Duhain deduced that they were put 
over by the same man. Returning to California, 
the Pinkerton ace found out that Spooks was 
really an undersized speedster named Abba L., 
and that Cartwright, the broker. had advanced 
$1,400 to a Mr. J. Rogers to buy Abba L. 

The records also revealed that Cartwright had 
bought Spooks for $300 and immediately shipped 
her to a boarding farm in Santa Barbara, Calif. 
Identification papers for the two horses showed 
that Abba L. was smaller than Spooks, two years 
older, and solid in color, whereas Spooks had a 
small white mark on her neck. 

The horse that ran as “Spooks” had had her 
gums and teeth tampered with to give her the 
dental hallmarks of a horse two years younger 
than she really was. -Cartwright stoutly protested 
his innecence until the mass of evidence over- 
whelmed him. Then he said he had been duped 
by a race track acquaintance he knew as J. Rogers. 

The description he gave of J. Rogers tallied 
exactly with that of the Stranger who had palmed 
himself off as Alex Mathieson in New Orleans. 

These false leads wasted a lot of Duhain’s 
time before he got back on the trail again. The 
fact that an off-the-beaten-path town like Butte, 
Mont., had figured in two of the Stranger’s coups 
was of special significance to the sleuth, so off 
he went to the rough mining town. 

It didn’t take long for him to learn there that 
the cast-eyed Stranger was a familiar figure 
around Butte. He was known there as R. Smith, 
an itinerant prospector. 

The gambling element recalled that Smith 
had purehased a good little horse named Mc- 
Namara from local horsemen and shipped him 
to New Orleans. That explained everything to 
Duhain, and to Butte bookies. 

It developed that two prospectors who had 
struck a rich vein of gold had financed “Smith” 
in the McNamara deal. The former owners of 
McNamara said they had sold the horse to a man 
with a cast in his eye who 6aid he was J. A. Meyer. 

Then on May 28th, 1903, a third-rater named 
Untrue, entered in a 12-horse race at the Delmar 
track, St. Louis, ran last. This was to be expected, 
since Untrue was a notorious quitter. What in- 
terested Duhain when he heard of it was that 
Untrue was entered by a man named J. Rogers. 
Untrue ran again June 9th—and stopped, as was 
his habit, after leading for three furlongs. 


City. 


Three days later Untrue was entered once 
more and this time was a 40-to-l-shot On the 
way to the post, his price jumped to 60 to 1. 
jut, when a flood of money showed for the 
quitter seven minutes’ before post time, the 
bookies scented a rodent. 

Other storm clouds had been blowing up, too, 
and by the time the horses were ready to start, 
a real cyclone hit the track. 

The bookies dashed for shelter with the pa 
trons in the stands. The frightened horses at the 
starting line became uncontrollable. Meantime, 
the stewards, having heard about the flood of bets 
on Untrue, sent a messenger to the starter order- 
ing him to scratch the suspicious horse. 

But that official, in a panic because of the 
cyclone, fired his starting pistol and sent the 
horses away in a wild scramble. Untrue finished 
seventh. 

This time, Duhain and his agents seized the 
suspicious horse. Chemicals showed that his 
teeth had been tampered with. J. Brock, who 
trained the horse, was arrested and said he 
worked for a man named J. Rogers. 

Brock and Rogers were indicted for fraud, but 
nothing ever came of the case. Captain Duhain did 
find out, though, that “J. Rogers” wore a mous- 
tache and goatee and had a cast in his eye. Un- 
true was positively identified as Abba L. 

A wealthy Arkansas rancher named: Chet 
Neerie shipped his racing string to Morris Park, 
New York, that fall and entered the poorest plug 
in his stable named The Fiddler in a distance race 
with better class horses. So bad was The Fiddler's 
past performance chart that the New York books 
offered 30 to 1 on him. Only a few bets were 
placed at the track, but a ton of money showed 
up on him at pool rooms just before post time. 

The field broke fast, except The Fiddler, who 
was last getting away and trailed by three lengths 
until the turn into the stretch. Then he shot by 
the rest of the pack and won by three lengths. 

Wires to commission houses revealed that 
there had been a $250,000 betting coup. Duhain 
found Neerie in his stable with The Fiddler. 
Neerie assumed an air of injured innocence, but 
when Duhain looked at The Fiddler, he knew he 
was looking at McNamara with another paint job. 

A dye had been used to discolor the teeth and 
the dye on his coat ran like a stake horse when 
chemicals were applied. And to tie the case up 
neatly, stable hands described The Fiddler’s 
trainer as a man with a cast in his eye. 

With the assistance of honorable horsemen, 
the Pinkertons found out that the Stranger with 
the many aliases was really Benjamin Chilson, a 
handyman who first came in contact with racing 
at the small California tracks. They located him 
in a cheap hotel off Sixth Avenue, New York 
He offered an alibi but after considering 
the evidence the Pinkertons had presented, the 
New York State Racing Commission ruled Chilson 
off New York tracks for life Dec. 14, 1903. Neerie 
and the others involved drew suspensions. 

Eleven months later, Chet Neerie reported to 
the Arkansas authorities that his race horse, The 
Fiddler, had been stolen. A few days later the 
horse was found shot to death. 

Duhain during his investigation learned about 
everything that was to be known concerning his 
man except his whereabouts.. He found out that 
Chilson was adept at cupping, drilling teeth, cut-

‘It took many years for Duhain to catch 
up with Chilson again. Standing in the bookies 
cirgle at the Fair «Grounds track in New Orleans, 
in February, 1926, Duhain got wind of a flood of 
money being bet on a maiden filly, Miss Maggie. 
Sensing a coup in the works, Duhain informed the 
stewards, who ordered the horse scratched. 

The track veterinarian applied Duhain’s chemi- 
cal formula for dissolving paint to the sides of 
the filly and had the satisfaction of seeing his 
suspicions confirmed by the discoloration of the 
liquid solvent. The filly’s teeth and gums had 
also been tampered with. The stable boy de 
scribed the owner, Mr. J. Smith, 48 a man in his 
sixties, who had a cast in his eye, and identified 
the photo of Chilson as that of “Smith.” 


HAT night, Duhain entering a restaurant in 

downtown New Orleans, bumped head-on into 
the original of his faded photograph and arrested 
him. Taken before the Racing Commission, Chil 
son denied everything at first. Finally he broke 
down and said he had been ringing race horses 
since 1902, but had led such a miserable life, con 
stantly on the “lam,” that he was sick of it all.

EVENTEEN, gay and normal, a 

youth now known in medical lit- 

erature as George Kitchell sud- 
lenly stopped having dates with girls 
and even kept away from school and 
playground. It wasn't that he had 
vecome delinquent. 

Instead, he had developed a severe 
‘inferiority complex,” as a result of 
having contracted the distressing dis- 
“ase called “impetigo contagiosa.” 

Virulent staphylococci and strep- 
ococci germs had invaded and in- 
flamed his face, scalp, hands and 
ther exposed body parts. 

Mercury preparations and other 
tandard drugs were ineffective. Even 
enicillin failed. The germs were of 
he kind that had developed a con- 
emptuous resistance to that wonder 
lrug. 

Only when a new drug, “furacin” 

short for the long scientific name, 
‘S-nitro-2-furaldehyde semicarbazone”’ 

was applied in the form of a sol- 
ible dressing were the germs routed. 
Ihe pinkish sores disappeared and 
reorge resumed his school and social 
activities. 

Impetigo occurs among children 
and adults, rich and poor, and causes 
nuch suffering, inconvenience and 
oss of working and playing time. It 
‘an be transmitted through clothing, 
owels (and so is called “bathhouse 
mpetigo”), school classrooms and 
laygrounds (so you've “football im- 

etigo.”’) 

Epidemics often break out in sum- 
ner camps, schools and institutions, 
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especially of infants and children. 
Sometimes this disease follows vac- 
cination or an attack of chickenpox, 
or after shaving. Always the cause 
is infection with “pyogenic,” pus-pro- 
ducing germs. 

Furacin offers new hope for vic- 
tims of impetigo, as well as other dis- 
eases, especially of the skin. 

Derived from the husks and bran 
of oats, furacin is the most powerful 
of a whole legion of new disease 
fighting drugs of the furan family, 
known as nitrofurans, some 300 of 
which have been synthesized by the 
research department of the Eaton 
Laboratories, Norwich, N. Y. 

It has been under trial in the mili- 
tary, naval and civil hospitals, includ- 
ing the University of Maryland, 
Johns Hopkins, Massachusetts (Gen- 
eral, Boston City, University of Penn- 
syilvania and University of Buffalo 
hospitals. 

At one Army hospital 1,000 cases 
of infected war wounds were treated 
with furacin, with highly satisfactory 
results in the vast majority of cases. 

From the viewpoint of household 
use, particularly interesting is the re- 
port recently presented by Dr. John 
Downing and Dr. Millard Hanson, of 
the Boston City Hospital, at a session 
of the American Medical Association. 
These physicians found the new drug 
most helpful in treatment of skin in- 
fections of children. 

“The drug has shown excellent 
possibilities in the treatment of sur- 
face infection of the skin, such as im- 
petigo and erythema (red inflamma- 
tion’), say the Boston doctors.

In 212 children and adults, furacin 
dressing killed both main types of 
germs gram-positives and gram 
negatives, without causing appreci 
able sensitization, that is, severe al 
lergic reaction. On normal skins of 
200 volunteers the drug, applied in 
patches, caused no reaction whatever. 

The new drug fails to curb infec. 
tions from fungus types of organisms, 
such as ringworm. Penicillin, too, is 
useless in fungus infection. Never 
theless, Dr. E. R. Shipley, of the 
University of Maryland, Baltimore, 
treated six cases of acute athlete’s 
foot with furacin with the result that 
began to disappear im.- 
The fungus organism, 
probably, was killed by propylene 
glycol in the drug and other germs 
by furacin itself. 

Among Dr. Shipley’s series, there 
were 90 patients whose lives had been 
miserable because germs had devel- 
oped on the top of ulcers, wounds and 
already diseased, burned or broken 
down tissues on various parts of their 
bodies. 

Some had diabetic ulcers, a few 
had osteomyelitis, that is deep infec- 
tions of bone marrows, and quite a 
number had _ infections following 
wounds and burns and abscesses on 
thighs. ‘Treatment with the nitrofu- 
ran drug gave “brilliantly” curative 
results in 26, highly effective results

in 44, moderately beneficial in 13 and 
no improvements in seven Cases. 

Kight suffered from infected dia- 
betic ulcers, and six were cured 
promptly. ‘This was a very notable 
result, because in diabetes the pa 
tient’s blood is full of Sugar in whicly 
germs multiply fast and the whole 
glandular system is very unstable, 
which is most dangerous for life. 

successful treatment of diabetic 
ulcers has been notoriously difficult. 
Also, three of Dr. Shipley’s patients 
had osteomyelitis, deep bone marrow 
infection. In case only furacin 
dressing only caused a moderate im 
provement, showing that if the drug 
cannot reach down to the germs its 
effectiveness is thwarted. 

In test tubes at least furacin and 
many other nitrofurans destroy and 
stop the growth of disease germs of 
both “gram-positive and gram-nega- 
tive types,” the two main varieties 
of disease bacteria. The sulfa drugs 
and penicillin attack mostly gram.- 
positive and streptomycin gram-nega- 
tive germs. 

When furacin was fed to men and 
rats in large doses no particularly 
harmful effects were noticed. 

On the whole, furacin seemed to 
be fairly safe for internal use, but at 
present its use by mouth or by injec- 
tion has not been developed sufficient- 
ly for medical treatment.

It was back in 1925 that Mrs. 
Mabel Wagnall-Jones, writer-com poser 
daughter of the late Adam W. 
Wagnalls of the Funk and Wagnalls 
publishing firm, made Lithopolis a 
present of a magnificent Tudor Gothic 
community center, Known as_ the 
Wagnalls Memorial and dedicated to 
both her parents. 

This $500,000 edifice has been both 
a landmark and a puzzler to travelers 
who occasionally pass through the 
village. To the 288 inhabitants of the 
town, however, it has been a special 
blessing that gave them, they felt, a 
better-than-average insight into the 
good things life has to offer. 

The two tower rooms of the build- 
ing contain original manuscripts and 
paintings. ‘The library has 9,000 vol- 
umes, and every Sunday afternoon 
organ recitals are conducted in the 
big auditorium. ‘There are movies on 
Friday and Saturday nights. 

Many former Lithopolis young 
sters owe their success in life to the 
inspiration of the Wagnalls Memorial, 
Mayor Carl Zangmeister suggests, as 
he proudly claims dozens of profes- 
sors, lawyers, doctors and other pro- 
fessional men for the town that gave 
them their start. 

There is something about Lith- 
opolis teen-agers today, Supt. George 
Beery of the Franklin County High 
School, says, that makes their atti- 
tude toward learning a little better 
than that of the average boy or girl. 

Now Mrs. Jones, who died recently 
in New York City, has made her sec- 
ond and more sumptuous gift. 

With the exception of a few per- 
sonal bequests, she left her entire 
estate to the town that >was her 
father’s birthplace. 

It was in a tiny log cabin at Cen- 
terville—the early-days name _ for 
Lithopolis—-that Adam Wagnalls was 
born in 1843. Without any of the 
added advantages of the present-day 
Lithopolians, he proved, as many 
another small-town ‘boy has done, 
that humble beginnings can make a 
sturdy foundation. 

After working his 
Wittenberg College at 
Ohio, Adam Wagnalls 
local Lutheran minister. He married 
his school-teacher sweetheart, Anna 
Willis. Mabel was their only child. 

It was in New York, where her 
father became the famous publisher, 
that Mabel Wagnalls found a career 
and a husband.

She traveled. in foreign lands, saw 
the great and the near-great and un- 
doubtedly came in touch with many 
worthy causes to which she might 
have donated her wealth. 

Most worthy of all, apparently, in 
the eyes of Mabe! Wagnalis-Jones was 
American youth and especially— for 
sentimental! reasons——the youth of one 
little Ohio town. 

Someone __facetiously suggested, 
when news of the inheritance was 
published, that $2,500,000 divided 
among the townspeople would net 
them nearly $10,000 apiece. 

“Such talk is just baloney,” one of 
the village oldsters remarked and 
added that a high school might be 
built with some of the funds, since 
boys and girls now have to go to the 
Franklin County High School several 
miles away, 

Keven if the villagers wanted to 
squander their inheritance,’ there 
would be no opportunity to do so, for 
the money will be handled by the 
Wagnalls Memorial board of trustees 
and they will carry out the wishes of 
Mrs. Jones, expressed in her will. 

Naturally she specified perpetual 
upkeep and improvement of the Me- 
morial, with its educational aspects. 

Going a step farther, Mrs. Jones 
has directed that scholarships be 
awarded to promising boys and girls 
who want to go to college, or to study 
music and art. On the preferred list 
for these scholarships are the boys 
and girls of Lithopolis, next come 
those who live in Bloom ‘Township. 

Although the people of Lithopolis 
are neighborly. and generous, Mrs. 
Mabel Stevenson, director of the Me. 
morial Library; voiced one of their 
biggest fears when she said, “With 
all this new money, you can't tell just 
what kind of people it will bring In.” 

Storekeeper Randles isn’t worried, 
at all; and said quite frankly: “We 
don’t anticipate any overnight changes 
now that Mrs. Jones is dead. Most 
of us will probably go right on living 
here the rest of our lives.” 

Hlow much better those lives, and 
the lives of generations of children 
and grandchildren will be, because 
theirs is the richest village in the 
country remains to be seen. 

Certainly they owe something by 
way of special achievement to the 
little Adam of a century ago, who 
Started their good fortune when he 
made such remarkable and profitable 
strides from his log-cabin door.

FALLend

HE concert was over and the tall, 

faunt conductor sat in his small 

dressing room. It was his first 
concert in Switzerland since long 
before the war, and the applause 
was deafening. Something, however, 
was missing... 

A timid knock came on the door. 
It opened, and a little old man, with 
worn clothing and cheeks lean with 
malnutrition, came in. ‘There were 
tears in his eyes as he grasped the 
conductor's hand. 

“Now at last the war is over,” the 
little old man sobbed. “Now I know. 
I have heard Klemperer again!” 

Then tears came to the eyes of 
Dr. Otto Klemperer, the conductor. 
This was what he had been waiting 
for. This made the concert a success, 
even more than the applause he had 
heard or the clippings he was to read 
the next day. He, Otto Klemperer, 
could still move the souls of men 
with his music. 

There had been a day, not too long 
before, when they said he was 
finished. He had risked his health 
and his money on a daring gamble, 
and he had won. Now, on this open- 
ing night in Switzerland, in the year 
1946, he was back at the top. 

Born in Germany, Otto Klemperer 
had given his first major performance 
in Prague at the age of 22. He was 
named conductor otf the German 
State Opera at the age of 41, youthful 
for such an eminent position. For 
another six years he was on top 
of the musical world, then, in 1933... 

First, due to the carelessness of a 
workman, a support on the rehearsal! 
podium gave way, and he fell, getting 
a severe bump on the head. Next, al 
though his contract with the opera 
had another four years to run, it was 
Summarily broken off. 

Hitler had come to power, and 
Otto Klemperer was persecuted as a 
non-Aryan. 

Hie fled to Austria, but so great 
was the vindictiveness of the Nazis 
that they sought his arrest even 
there. He was charged with owing 
the equivalent of $1,820 in taxes, at 
» per cent interest every 14 days. 

No matter what the Nazis 
thought, however, he was=_§s still 
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Klemperer, and the world bid for hi 
services. Los Angeles invited him to 
head the city orchestra, and he ac- 
cepted. Next year he was named to 
the New York Philharmonic to alter- 
nate with Arturo Toscanini. 

He preferred the West Coast, and 
went back to Los Angeles. During 
that New York season, however); Dr. 
Klemperer had noted that the pains 
which had persisted since his fall 
from the platform in Berlin were 
growing worse. In the season of 
1939-40 he was unable to conduct the 
Los Angeles orchestra ana underwent 
a brain operation in Boston. | 

Hard luck didn’t end there.| He 
conducted four concerts in New York 
in late 1940, and on the basis of the 
performances was offered the (post 
of conductor of the New York /City 
Symphony. A- few months later he 
resigned after a dispute. 

Then came a tragedy of errors, 
misunderstanding, and heartbreaks. 
Just what happened is still confusing. 
Dr. Klemperer says that he went to 
the Wallingford House, a _ private 
sanatorium in Rye, New York, for a 
rest. The next day he wanted to go 
out and buy a paper but was stopped 
at the door. Dr. Klemperer insisted 
upon leaving, and, once out, refused 
to go back. 

The next day he read in the papers 
that he, Otto Klemperer, was regarded 
as mentally unbalanced and danger- 
ous and that police had placed a drag- 
net around New York. He immedi- 
ately turned himself over to police. 

He was held in a cell tor two days. 

Finally, however, he was released. 
Doctors pronounced him perfectly 
sane. Then it was that Dr. Klemperer 
realized that he must immediately 
try to clear his name. 

Still shaky from his recent experi- 
ence, he planned a concert. With his 
own money, he hired an orchestra, 
and rented the Carnegie Music Hall. 
He planned the program himself, and 
rehearsed the orchestra to perfection. 

On the night of the concert he was 
nervous. When he tapped the music 
rack with his baton, and held his 
large sensitive hands up for attention, 
he paused, just for a moment. 

Then surely, powerfully, he 
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brought his hands down, and the 
orchestra struck a full, deep chord. 
From then on there was no hesitation 
just music. The concert was 
acclaimed by many critics as his 
greatest. Dr. Klemvyerer, reading the 
reviews, Knew that he was vindicated. 
He also knew that he must rest. 

For the years following the con- 
cert, in 1941, he conserved his 
strength. He kept af his composing 
and studying, and occasionally 
appeared as guest conductor. 

His friends from the old world, 
the musicians and music lovers to 
whom the name Klemperer meant 
the pre-Nazi days of unfettered music 
and freedom, insisted that he go to 
Europe, and he could not refuse. 

He ‘ appeared in Berlin and 
Amsterdam, Rome, Milan and Paris, 
With the Amsterdam Symphony 
Orchestra, he participated in the 
famous old music festival of Inter- 
lachen, in Switzerland. This concert 
brought applause never before heard 
in the old Kursaal, but the conductor’s 
real thrill was in the tears of happi- 
ness he brought to the eyes of the 
music-hungry old man. 

Next year Dr. Klemperer will 
again conduct in Europe. He will 
also lead, for five months, the small 
but growing symphony of Vancouver, 
B.C., and will take over the orchestra 
of the Los Angeles Music Guild for 
two months during the winter. 

Now nearing 60, the man who was 
a Colossus in the. musical world a 
few years ago is:on the way back.

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. The Murder of the Beautiful Broadway Cigar 
Girl Shocked New York and Inspired Edgar 
Allan Poe to Write a Famous Short Story

MONG the mysteries of old New York, 

A one of the most celebrated was the case of 

Mary Cecelia Rogers, the Beautiful Broad- 

way Cigar Girl. Her murder shocked the com- 

munity, and stirred Edgar Allan Poe to immor- 

talize the events in his short story, “The Mystery 
of Marie Roget.” 

Miss Rogers, dark-haired and 21, acquired her 
nickname during a period of employment at the 
shop of John Anderson, a tobacconist, on Broad- 
way near Thomas street. This place was within 
walking distance of her home at 126 Nassau St. 
where Mary's widowed mother ran a_ boarding 
house. Anderson had hired her the previous year 
(1840), believing that a pretty face behind the 
counter would tend to boost sales. 

His hunch had proved correct. Indeed, business 
had increased so much that the shop became a 
hangout for gay blades, many of whom sought 
to know the girl better. However, Mary had al.- 
ready been spoken for by at least two lads with 
honorable intentions, although whether anyone 
really had the inside track to her heart is: de- 
batable. At any rate, her employer personally 
escorted her home each evening. 

In addition to the young bloods of the bustling 
city, some of the country’s leading literary lights 
patronized the shop Poe, then at ‘the height of 
his career, Fenimore Cooper, Washington Irving, 
and Fitz-Greene Halleck, among others. The lat- 
ter was so taken by Mary’s looks that he wrote 
a poem about her. 

In the spring of 1841, after several months’ 
service with the tobacconist, she caused a. brief 
sensation by absenting herself for a full week. 
Anderson, when queried, insisted he didn’t know 
what had happened to her. When she reappeared, 
Mary explained to customers that she had been 
visiting friends in the country. 

Then, a few weeks later, she quit the shop for 
good, explaining thata seafaring elder brother had 
come home from a voyage, had bought the board- 
ing house on Nassau Street for his mother, and, 
since the mother was aged and ailing, Mary had 
decided to give up her job to assist with the 
housework. Anderson lamented her decision, and 
so did the frustrated blades. 

The well-behaved beauty may have missed the 
flattering associations of the shop, but her days 
were not all drudgery. One of the boarders was 
Daniel Payne, a cork-cutter, who hoped to marry 
her and of whom she was passing fond. He had 
displaced another boarder, Albert Cromeline, who 
had been so distressed by his defeat that he 
moved. Before doing so, Cromeline had assured 
Mary and her mother that his feelings were inde- 
structible and eternal, and that if they ever needed 
him, they should not hesitate to call upon him. 


MARY certainly could have used his assistance, 
were it available, on Sunday, July 25, 1841. 

At 10 that morning, she knocked at the door 
of Dan Payfe’s room and he came all lathered 


up and with a razor in his hand. She told him 
that she would be spending the day with an aunt, 
Mrs. Downing, on Jane Street, and that he could 
call for her there at seven. In that period, no re- 
spectable young woman could afford to tread the 
streets alone even that early in the evening. 

“T’ll be there!” said Dan. 

The sun rose toward the meridian and waxed 
very hot. Young Payne, who was fond of cooling 
drinks, visited a number of resorts, with the re- 
sult that he became more tipsy than cool. At 
about five, noticing that a storm was coming up, 
he headed for home, according to the story he 
later told authorities. He did not call for Mary, 
and the storm did not break until nine, Nor did 
Mary come home. 

However, neither Payne nor Mrs. Rogers be- 
came alarmed. They assumed that she had 
stayed the night with Mrs. Downing, as she had 
done many a time before. 

Monday, the 26th, Mary still had not come 
home by dinner time that evening, so Payne has- 
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tened to Mrs. Downing’s. He learned that his 
beloved had never shown up there! 

“I suspect the worst,” he told Mrs. Rogers, 

“What shall we do?” she cried. 

“Tl put a notice in the newspaper. That might 
get her back.” 

Accordingly, he dashed to the office of the 
Sun and ordered a notice to be printed to the 
effect that Mary Cecelia Rogers was missing, and 
that information as to her whereabouts would be 
appreciated. (It should be explained that there 
was no Bureau of Missing Persons in those days 
nor a police force worthy of the name.) 

Tuesday, the 27th. No word of Mary. 

On Wednesday, three men sailing a ketch dis- 
covered the shapely body of a young woman float- 
ing in the water off Castle Point, Hoboken, N. J., 
just across the| Hudson River. ‘They dragged it 
ashore, and almost immediately the word spread 
that Mary Rogers had been found. 

Dr. Richard Cook of Hoboken declared that 
the victim had probably died of suffocation, for a 
strip of lace had been torn from her underskirt 
and tied around her throat. Moreover, her face 
had been battered, her wrists bound, and a portion 
of her outer skirt had been used to attach a 
heavy stone to her waist. Her clothing was torn, 
although her bonnet still clung to her head by 
its ribbon ends. The dead hands were clothed 
in fawn-colored kid gloves. 

Identification of the body as that of the erst- 
while cigar girl was made, incidentally, by Albert 
Cromeline. He had read the newspapers, and 
had hastened to Hoboken as soon as he heard 
the dire news. 

“Poor Mary!” he muttered, and this cry was 
echoed in the press. No more regrettable event 
had happened in the city’s history. 

But progress was slow. On Aug. 2, The New 
York Tribune furnished a possible lead by report- 
ing that, soon after leaving her home on the fatal 
Sunday, Mary had met a tall, dark-complexioned 
young man, said to be a naval officer, at Theater 
Alley, a lane that branched off Ann Street, near 
Broadway. According to the report, they had 
been seen heading for Barclay Street, the Man- 
hattan end of the Hoboken ferry. 

In this connection, a woman named Loss, who 
ran a lemonade stand near the Hoboken shore, 
declared that she had seen Mary and a dark-com- 
plexioned young man drinking at her stand. She 
said they had strolled off in the direction of the 
Elysian. Fields, a wooded retreat much favored 
by young couples. 

Next it became known that Joseph M. Morse, 
an engraver, had been seen taking a young 
woman to Staten Island on the day of the crime. 
The following morning, it was said, he had trans- 
ferred some of his belongings from his home to 
his office, and two days later he had disappeared. 
One of his last acts before departing had been to 
beat up his wife. 

Morse was arrested at West Boylston, Mass., 
on Aug. 9, minus his customary black whiskers. 

“What is the charge?” he asked. 

“Assault and battery on your wife.” 

“Oh, is that all?”’ he exclaimed, much relieved. 

It developed that he really had picked up a 
young woman and taken her to Staten Island. Once 
there he adjusted his watch enough to cause them 
to miss the last ferry, so he and his companion 
had been compelled to spend the night in a hotel. 

Why hadn’t he told that story in the first 
place? Why had he skipped town and shaved off 
his whiskers? 

“I never learned the girl’s name,” he replied. 
“T thought she might have been Mary Rogers!” 

Fortunately for Morse, his companion corrob- 
orated his story, and he had to be released. 

On Aug. 11, Dan Payne was questioned but 
proved to have an ironclad alibi. 

What of Alfred Cromeline? 

He now revealed several details not previously 
known. He stated that, on Friday, July 23, a 
note reached him in his office written in the 
name of Mrs. Rogers but in Mary’s handwriting. 
The note had invited him to call but he had not 
because, he explained, he had been coldly received 
on a previous visit. Then, on Saturday, he had 
found on the slate outside his office door the 
name of Mary Rogers as one of his callers. And 
in his keyhole he had found a bright red rose. 

Getting nowhere in pursuing this angle, the 
authorities exhumed the body. Nothing resulted 
from this move except the report that the strip 
of skirt around Mary’s waist had been tied with 


a sailor’s knot. This, said the authorities, seemed 
significant, for they had learned that a sailor 
named William Kukuck had seemed very anxious 
to get back to his ship on the evening of July 25. 
Kukuck, they added, had known Mary Rogers. 

“I freely admit that I knew Mary,” he said 
when questioned. “So did a brother of mine. But 
I never saw her after late June, a month before 
the murder.” 

This lead, too, ended nowhere. 

A penny pamphlet published in the heat of 
the investigation advanced a new theory. It ac- 
cused a group of young ruffians who foregathered 
near the Anderson shop and amused themselves 
by insulting unescorted females. Like many such 
pamphlets, it was based largely on imagination. 

On Sept. 10, Gov. William H. Seward offered 
$500 reward for a clew leading to a solution of 
the mystery. On Sept. 11, an anonymous letter 
arrived at the coroner’s office in New York, which 
provided still another version of the tragedy. 
The writer said he had seen a rowboat with six 
“toughs” and a well-dressed young woman land 
on the Hoboken shore. He said the group disap- 
peared into the woods. The girl, he said, had 
seemed in the merriest of spfrits. 

A few minutes later, he continued, another 
boat arrived with three smartly dressed men. 
One had asked him if he had seen a girl with 
six men, and he had replied that he had, “They 
went into the woods,” he said. 

“Did she go willingly?” one of the men asked. 

“She did.” 

With that, according to the anonymous inform- 
ant, the party promptly headed their craft back 
toward New York. 

The $500 remained unpaid. 

Late in September, two young sons of Mrs. 
Loss, owner of the lemonade stand previously 
mentioned, made a sensational discovery while 
gathering sassafras bark in the-woods near the 
beach. In a secluded clearing they came upon 
several articles of feminine attire: a white petti- 
coat, a silk searf, a linen handkerchief initialed 
“M.R.,” and a parasol. 

Had this been the scene of Mary Rogers’ last 
moments? It could never be established. One 
theory was that Mrs. Loss had planted the articles

WO weeks later, Daniel Payne, who had been 

drinking heavily since the murder, was found 
dead at the same spot. Beside him lay a bottle 
labeled laudanum, but a coroner’s jury decided 
that he had succumbed to “irregular living, expo- 
sure, and aberration of the mind.” It might have 
been just as accurate to say that he had died of 
a broken heart, assisted finally by opium. 

Poe's celebrated story, published ins November, 
1842, followed the facts very closely, even though 
he transplanted the events to Paris. But it was 
written as fiction, and as such had to give an ex- 
planation. 4In Poe’s treatment, it was suggested 
that the girl had been slain by a handsome young 
naval officer with whom she had been flirting. 

The story also intimated that the week she 
spent “with friends in the country” had actually 
been spent with—him.

N THIS country one is apt to think of pumpkin and
